After pleading guilty to various 
charges lodged against him as a re­ 
sult of the accident in Hanover when 
Dorothy Rickrode. 7. was fatally in­ 
jured, Frank Lester Willet, 22, of 
Gettysburg, formerly of Hanover, was 
s entenced to imprisonment of one year 
in the York county jail and ordered 
to pay fines aggregating $300 in court 
at York late Monday afternoon. 
The accident occurred September 16, 
while Willet was driving his automo­ 
bile on High street in Hanover, just as 
a public school was being dismissed. 
The Rickrode child was struck by Wil­ 
let^ car, suffering a fractured skull 
of which she died several hour* later 
in a York hospital. 
Willet ertered pleas of guilty to 
charges of operating a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of Intoxi- 
«ating liquor, assault and battery, and 
aggravated assault and twittery, and 
manslaughter (involuntary). 
Disregarded Warning 
Jesse Crabbs, chief of 
police of 
Hanover, told the court that Willet 
had failed to stop his machine at 
the sound of a police whistle, but 
"Kept going and struck the child. 
He 
was on the left hand side of the 
street, instead of the right hand side 
when he struck the child, the officer 
stated, who also said that the man was 
intoxicated. He wa* taken into cus­ 
tody and charge* preferred against 
him. 
On the involuntary manslaughter 
charge the court imposed a sentence 
of one year in th* county jail, to pay 
a fine of $100 and costs of prosecu- 
*ion; on the assault and battery and 
aggravated

charges a jai! sentence of one year 
was imposed, and on the charge of 
operating a mctor vehicle while drunk 
a sentence of six months in jail. a fine 
of $200 and costs of prosecution were 
imposed; all jail sentences to run con­ 
currently.

Shrubs And Trees 
Will Be Planted 
On College Campus 


Plans by a landscape architect and 
1 adopted by the authorities provide for 
1 beautifying of both the new and old 
campus at Gettysburg College which 
will turn both places into sites of un­ 
usual attractiveness. 
The scheme is 
made looking toward a 10-year ex­ 
pansion program but work will be 
started in the near future on the pre­ 
liminaries. 
The plans provide for the removal 
of the present laboratory and erection 
of a handsome new entrance at the 
point where the old campus merges 
with the new. 
The portico on the 
south side of Pennsylvania Hall front­ 
ing on the old campus will be dupli­ 
cated on the north side to front on 
the new. 
All unsightly hedges and 
fences 
will 
give 
way 
to 
natural 
screens composed of trees and shrub­ 
bery. 
A long line of willows, poplars 
and cypress will line the banks of the 
Tiber 
which 
flows 
through 
the 
grounds, and a wall of white ash and 
silver maples will separate the Me­ 
morial Field from the railroad. 
Every building will receive atten­ 
tion in the work. 
Brua Chapel and 
Cottage Hall will have approximately 
thirty-five varieties each of trees and 
shrubs, while the larger buildings will 
each have not less than fifty. 
Oaks, 
pines, maples, poplars, cypress, hem­ 
lock, gum and other varieties of trees 
will be used, while the shrubbery will 
include rare ferns, laurels, lilacs, mock 
orange, dogwood, and 
many other 
varieties. 
Approximately 1400 trees 
and plants will be required in the pro­ 
gram. The scheme will be carried out 
through annual appropriations. 


Commissioners Expect 
To Be Able To Lower 
Mill Rate In 1928; 
Debts Now Are 
$265,000. 


Although indications are given that 
in another year the county and bond 
tax rates may be lowered, the Adams 
county commissioners today voted to 
maintain the 7*A mill rate for county 
purposes and one mill for the retire­ 
ment of bond issues for another year. 
When the present board of com­ 
missioners went into office in 19 
they found the county tax rate 4l% 
mills and the bond rate I mill. Find­ 
ing expenditures running ahead of Cl­ 
eome and little money going into the 
sinking fund to 
retire 
outstanding 
bond issues, the commissioners boost­ 
ed the total tax rate to 9 Mi mills in 
the fall of 1924. 
That skyrocketing of the tax rate 
later was found to be sound financing 
on the part of the commissioners, 
and the following year, 1C25, the total 
rate was shaded one mill, the rate for 
the current year. 
County Owes $265,000 
With $30,000 in the sinking fund, 
the commissioners are looking ahead 
to 1931 when the 1906 issue of $40,- 
000 worth of funding bonds, covering 
repairs and additions to the court 
house, become due. Between now and 
1931, when the 25-year bonds mature, 
the county commissioners must add 
$10,000 to the sinking fund. 
The county’s total indebtedness at 
present 
is 
approximately $265,000, 
and taxes and interest on bonds an­ 
nually take a slice of $14,000 of coun­ 
ty money. 
By reducing the indebted^ 
ness and temporary loans, the tax 
rate can safely be lowered in another 
year, R. 
E. 
Deardorff, clerk to the 
commiaaioners, said after the 1927 
rate was fixed. 
Repair* Expensive 
Road and 
bridge building and re­ 
pairs in recent years have eaten deeply 
into the county’s 
purse, and 
these 
were factors in the comparatively high 
tax rates of recent years. Now, how­ 
ever, not a great amount of road or 
bridge work looms for the immediate 
future, and by 1927, the commission­ 
ers hope to be able to shade the pres­ 
ent tax rate several mills. 
Setting the 
rate 
for 
1927 
was 
reached without much debate by the 
commissioners at their meeting today. 
All 
three 
commissioners, 
C. 
A. 
Hershey, Reuben Schwartz and EUon 
G. Lower, were present.

Arlie O.^ Boswell, state’s attorney, 
ordered fingerprints made of all the 
dead with a view to proving that Pot­ 
ter killed the other members of the 
family and committed suicide. 
‘ Boswell said he would make a thor­ 
ough investigation, however, of the 
possibility that all were slain, es­ 
pecially since the undertaker who em­ 
balmed the former district attorney’s 
body found no w’ater in the lungs and 
stated he must have been deed be­ 
fore he touched the w ater in the bot­ 
tom of the cistern in which his body 
was found. 
Potter is believed to have killed the 
five members of his family with a 
furnace shaker and hurled himself into 
the cistern. 
Potter served part of his term as 
United States District Attorney at 
Fast St. Louis under Federal Judge 
English, now facing impeachment pro­ 
ceedings.

thorough experiment ever conducted 
to produce petroleum chemically will 
be made shortly under an endowment 
established by John D. Rockefeller, 
and now amounting to $600,000, the 
American Petroleum Institute has an­ 
nounced. 
The experiments will consist of re­ 
producing, as nearly as possible, the 
geological conditions believed respon­ 
sible for petroleum. 
Petroleum, in the belief of most 
geologists, the institute says, is pro­ 
duced by geologic 
forces 
acting 
through long periods on the debris 
of buried aquatic organisms. 
The 
proposed plan is based on this as­ 
sumption and by the ufle of great 
pressures and varying tem peratures 
the scientists hope to hasten the nat­ 
ural process brought about by rock 
pressure, and the 
changing 
earth 
temperatures. 
Experiments of a similar 
nature 
have (been made in the past, it is an­ 
nounced, but the institute plans to 
make the proposed experiments more 
complete. 
The experiment is one of fourteen 
projects in fundamental research in 
the geology, physics and chemistry
